She
indicated that the fees need to be raised to help compensate for the costs of medical treatment provided to the animals
at the Steven’s Treatment Center. The animals are now spayed/neutered, heartworm tested, and vaccinated, before they
are adopted. She indicated that even with the raise in fees, LaPorte County will still have one of the lower adoption
fees in the area. Commissioner Kora moves to approve the amendment to the regulations and fees for domestic
afitmals. Commissioner Bohacek seconds by title only. Motion carried by voice vote. Commissioner Bohacek moves
to approve the Ordinance for the Animal Control Agency Fee by title only. Commissioner Kora seconds. Motion
carried by voice vote ‘ ’
